serlin, September 19.—(Via London.) 
Ianver Pasha, Turkish minister of war, 
is quoted by the Constantinople corre- 
spondent of The Berliner Tageblatt as 
saying that Turkey now has_ more 
than 2,000,000 men under arms.

MORE BIG BUSINESS SIGNS. 

The increase of more than $2,000,000 in 
Atlanta’s bank clearings for the week just 
closed over those of the corresponding week 
of 1914 is due unquestionably and directly 
to better business brought about by the 
very satisfactory increase in the price of 
cotton. 

The cycle is about like this: Cotton ad- 
vances to a price that affords the farmer 
a profit; the farmer sells, pays his debts and 
begins to trade; country merchants, in re- 
sponse to demand, replenish their stocks, 
and the whole situation is reflected in clear- 
ing house transactions. 

increased clearings are an inevitable sign 
of bigger and better business: they follow 
trade up and down like the thermometer 
does the temperature. With $13,675,618 
clearings for the week just closed, as com- 
pared to $11,313,385 for the same week of 
1914, there has undoubtedly been that much 
more business in Atlanta territory. 


The increase has come, as it always - 


comes, Just as cotton has begun to move; 
and with the increased movement of cotton, 
further growth of clearings reflecting it is 
bound to follow. We are simply at the be- 
ginning; every week from now on will wit- 
ness its own particular growth, for the price 
of cotton is here to stay, and, if anything, 
to get better. 

The world at large knows two things. It 
knows that we haven’t raised a pound more 
cotton than it actually needs, and it knows, 
too, that if any monkey business is attempt- 
ed as to the market, there is money and 
food enough in the south to amply protect 
the crop until they come and beg for it. 

But consumers are taking no chances. 
They know they can buy now more cheaply 
than if they wait, and they are in the mar. 
ket. They are going to stay there until the 
last pound of it is bought up at the market 
figure. Good business is going to keep on 
growing better. We are nearing prosperity’s 
summit.. There will be no stopping us until 
we land. 


GETTING INTO 


THE LIGHT. 

“Georgia Day,’ which shall be typically 
representative of the state and its indus- 
tries, to be celebrated.in some of the larger 
cities of the north and west, is the inter- 
esting suggestion of General Agent W. T. 
Berg, of the Southern Settlement and De- 
velopment . Organization, in an _ interview 
published in today’s Constitution. 

The ideas for his plan, Mr. Berg gets 

from the work along similar lines that has 
been carried on by California for many 
years. With the Georgia peach taking the 
place of the California orange, Georgia's 
opportunities for the execution of it are the 
equal of those of California or any other 
state. : 
California has no copyright upon her 
plan of conducting publicity campaigns, and 
we are willing to admit that it is a good 
one. We could well afford to adopt it, along 
the lines suggested in Mr. Berg's interview, 
or something similar to it, and thus bring 
Georgia more into the national light. 

Georgia, through the State Chamber of 
Commerce, has just adopted a well-planned 
publicity campaign based on a moving pic- 
ture film of Georgia resources and indus- 
tries, and two exhibition cars of Georgia 
products, which are to be sent from one 
end of the country to the other. This cam- 
paign is to cover a period of three years. 
That suggested by Mr. Berg is in the nature 
of an annual affair, and one would splen- 
didly supplement the other. 

It is a psychological fact that the best 
sort of an advertisement of a state or sec- 
tion is to put one of its best and most 
appealing products into the hands of an 
appreciative stranger. California has built 
wonderfully upon this basis, and through 
her efficient advertising methods she has 
not only popularized herself with tourists, 


but she has increased her land values until 


— 


$1,000 an acre is a common price for soil 
on the Pacific coast that will produce “no 
more than $100 land right here in Georgia. 

The Southern Settlement and Develop- 
ment Organization has just begun a won- 
derful work for the south. Its activities 
in Georgia, less than two months old, have 
already begun to bear splendid fruit. Defi- 
nite arrangements have been completed for 
the location of a colony of fifty western 
agricultural families in Dougherty county. 
A similar colony is about to be located in 
Lowndes county, near Valdosta. Negotia- 
¢ions are now under way for the location 
of another western colony near Newnan 
in Coweta county. These are the remark- 
able results of less than two months’ quiet 
effort, and even in advance of perfection 
of the Georgia organization. 

To enjoy to the full extent the benefits 
and advantages which this organization of- 
fers, Georgia must, of course, do her part. 
One way to do it is to organize and fight 
for it, and another and very important part 
of the work is to advertise. 

Mr. Berg promises that the parent organ- 
ization itself will back Georgia up in a 
campaign along the lines he has suggested. 
It is not to Georgia alone that this promise 
is made, but to every one of the gtates of 
the south for whose constructive upbuild- 
ing this organization stands. 

The first state to it will naturally enjoy 
the greatest advantage, and Georgia can 
be the first, if she only will. 


AMERICAN MADE DYESTUFFS. 

In all the dyestuff agitation, due to shut- 
ting off the German supply because of the 
European war, the inquiry has been com- 
mon, of course, from persons wholly un- 
familiar with the manufacturing end of 
the problem, as to why American mills, 
which are the chief consumers of these 
products, do not combine and make their 
own dyestuffs in this country. 

The answer is clearly and unequivo- 
cally given in a statement published in The 
Constitution today from G. Gunby Jordan, 
of Columbus, whose life has been devoted 
to cotton manufacture and who probably 
knows as much of the dyestuff problem, at 
least from the commercial end, as any man 
in the United States. 

Beginning with the proposition that 
America can manufacture the dyestuffs 
needed in quantity and quality sufficient 
for this country’s needs, Mr. Jordan shows 
there are three essential elements involved 
in the problem, the absence of any one of 
which must prevent the successful estab- 
lishment of the industry. These three ele- 
ments are capital, time and protection. Nor 
is there anv material trouble about the two 
first, provided the third is forthcoming. 

It would require an investment of ap- 
proximately $40,000,000 to turn out dyestuffs 
in sufficient quantity and of the right quali- 
ty to satisfy the demands of American con- 
sumption. The capital can unquestionably 
be had, if proper safeguards are assured it. 
The element of time is. merely incidental. 
It would require months to perfect pro- 
cesses for turning out the simple colors, 
and years to bring to standard grade the 
complex colors which are in more or less 
common use. In the meantime, in the ab- 
sence of any other source of supply, the 
ultimate consumer would have to be con- 
tent with the simpler colors or bleached 
white goods. 

It cost Germany fifty years of effort and 
$400,000,000 to bring her dyestuff industry 
to its present basis, where she has long 
enjoyed a monopoly of world trade. And 
Germany proposes to retain it, if she can, 
at any cost. 

The one important problem involved in 
the manufacture of dyestuffs in the United 
States is assurance of protection to the 
capital involved against German aggression 
in the effort to retain this trade over all 
competitors. With the war out of the way 
and ocean commerce again established, the 
moment attempt is made to set up the 
dyestuff industry in this country, German 
manufacturers will come along, as they 
have done before, and cut the price of the 
product below the actual cost of produc- 
tion, thus shutting their foreign competitors 
out of business. 

Unless American investors are protected 
against inroads of this sort, it is folly to 
talk of setting up the dyestuff industry in 
this country. Under our anti-trust laws it 
is made a penal offense for any person or 
aggregation of persons to attempt to estab- 
lish monopoly by underselling competitors, 
with a view to driving them out of busi- 
ness: yet we permit foreigners to do that 
for which we assess against our own citi- 
gens the heaviest of fines, or even send 
them to jail. 

If America would build a dyestuff in- 
dustry of her own, she must hold it secure 
against any attack of German- monopoly. 
This cannot, perhaps, be done short of con- 
gressional action, whether through tariff 
legislation or otherwise, but that action 
must be forthcoming if we are to supply 
the deficiency which, with the deprivation 
brought about by the war, we now realize 
with more than tenfold force.

AS AN ADVERTISEMENT FOR STATE, 


SUGGESTS GENERAL AGENT BERG 


W. T. Berg, general agent for the South- 
ern Settlement and Development organiza- 
tion, with offices in Chicago and Pittsburg, 
spent several days last week in Georgia at- 
tending the settlement movement meeting in 
Caymond, Coweta county, and seeing the 
Georgia pictures in Atlanta. 

Mr. Berg was greatly impressed with the 
Georgia film and is highly optimistic over 
the work which the Georgia branch of the 
settlement and development organization 


doing. 

“For many years I have wondered that 
the south did not awaken to the advertising 
opportunity that is being put out year after 
year on a certain day by California,” he 
said. 

“There are shipped from southern Califor- 
nia several carloads of oranges. The local 
distributors in cities like Omaha, 
Cleveland, Buffalo, Philadelphia and New 
York handle the publicity about as follows: 
Ten or twelve automobiles with banners’ on 
either side are brought in use. There 
band of music at the head of the column. 
The total length of such parade is about 
three miles and oranges are thrown as fast 
as they can be picked up. A supply truck 
follows these machines to replenish as the 
oecasion requires. 

“The newspapers print a notice of such 
parade being arranged and on the date this 
occurs usually give from one-quarter to one- 
half column free advertising to California 
and her products, which is published as As- 
sociated Press matter and goes all over the 
United States. 

“They also have a day which is called 
Raisin Day. On this day small boxes of rai- 
sins, containing possibly two ounces each, 
are distributed in a similar manner. 

Use Famous Georgia Peach. 

scheme will elaborate somewhat on 
this and is about as follows: I would inau- 
gurate a ‘Georgia Day.’ I would use the fa- 
mous Georgia peach for the advertising end 
of it, these peaches to be put up in cartons 
containing two or three peaches, the carton 
to be marked showing where the peach was

| grown and about what acreage was used for 


this particular crop. On the other side of 
the carton I would give a little outline of 
Georgia. I would have each peach wrapped 
in tissue paper to protect it, and on each 
piece of paper I would have printed, ‘Come 
to Georgia and Opportunity.’ 

“I would arrange for a parade in advance. 
Suggest to some of the live boards of trade, 
like Brooks county, Savannah, etc., to fur- 
nish a float that could be placed on a cer- 
tain make of machine, such floats to show 
crops that are grown in their particular sec- 
tion of Georgia. For instance, I would have 
one tobacco float showing, if possible, the 
weed in its growing state; how it is cured, 
and how it is put into hands. I would have 
another float showing cotton in the same 
way. I would have another one showing 
packing industries, not only for vegetables, 
but for sea foods, ete. I would have another 
one showing the output of hams and bacon. 
Another in which corn, cowpeas and oats 
could be shown. I would have still another 
float on which there would be fresh vegeta- 
bles preserved in glass for this particular 
occasion. 

“Retween each float on the line of march 
would be one or two machines with the 
in cartons to be thrown into the 
crowd, together with anv literature that we 
would care to wrap around such carton. The 
banners on the sides of these floats and au- 
tomobiles would be attractive and to the 
point. This would give about twenty ma- 
chines in the parade. There would be some- 
thing that the crowd could take home or 
sample; there would be a sight to delight 
and please the eye.

“Why should we, tne south, with greater 

opportunity than California ever dare offer, 
take a back seat and allow them the contin- 
ued free advertising that they seek from 
year to year at so small a cost. 
" “There are a few little points in the above 
that will have their effect. One will be the 
display floats; another will show the diver- 
sity of crops and industry; another point Is 
that the Californian has never yet favored 
the newspaper. In other words, in their pa- 
rades all the fruit is thrown to the crowds 
in the street. By remembering the news- 
paper men and their employees we are mak - 
ing a bid for publicity that will set Califor- 
nia’s effort in the shade. 

“It would, of course, be necessary to have 
the press article in preparation in advance, 
and no doubt there are many people who 
have the interest of their state at heart that 
would be glad to make the trip to this part 
of the country and take a part in the parade, 
so that we might possibly be able to say that 
“@ employed no outside help; nothing but 
GUorgians or Floridians. 

“The part that this organization would 
take in this parade outside of assisting In the 
formation and successful carrying out of the 
plan would be to have the machine with 
banners giving at sight an idea of the work 
in which we are engaged. 

“lI would then arrange in some 
form a Georgia club or a Florida club, as 
the case might be, taking an active part in 
their work; helping them to get members 
and memberships. That would not only have 
local members, but we would invite other 
Georgians to take out memberships to keep 
up the enthusiasm, and in this way make it 
a permanent organization.

GUNBY JORDAN WANTS CONGRESS 
TO CONSIDER DYESTUFF PROBLEM 


Editor Constitution: Your request of Sep- | 


tember 14 for my views concerning the dye- 
stuff problem will of necessity have to be 
answered in rather a cursory way, because 
the dyestuff problem is a very broad and 
complicated one. 

First, it must be remarked that the gen- 
eral public displays an ignorance and fond 
credulity on this subject which is amazing. 

Frequently a question like this is asked 
by a person thoroughly well informed and 
intelligent on most subjects: 

“Why don't you all get together and make 
dves in America, and be independent of Ger- 
many?” 

This is about equivalent to saying to the 
people of Nebraska: 

“Why don’t you all get together and raise 
your own lumber supply?” 

The people of Nebraska, 
to it sufficient determination, work, money, 
patience and waiting, could probably plant 
trees, let them grow big enough to saw into 
lumber and then supply their own needs. 

So it is with dyestuffs. If those possess- 
ing the capital can be induced to devote it 
to the manufacture of dyestuffs, and along 
with it enough science, skill, experience and 
perseverance, undoubtedly America can, in 
the course of vears, build up an adequate 
dyestuff industry. 

But it cannot be 
erecting a circus tent. 

Nor can it be done simply by wishing and 
talking and asking questions. 

It has taken the German people about 
fifty years to build the dvyestuff industry to 
its present great development in Germany. 
They have devoted more patience, science 
and organization to the upbuilding of that 
industry than perhaps could have been ex- 
erted by any other people in the world. 

And in addition to that they have de- 
voted a matter of four hundred and odd mil- 
lion dollars. 

Now, if it takes Germany fifty vears and 

four hundred million dollars to build up this 
splendid industry, an idea can be had of 
what the Americans must do before they can 
hope to have a dvyestuff industry that will 
even supply home needs. 
Y American uses in round figures ten to 
twelve million dollars of dyestuffs yearly, 
mostly imported from Germany in the past. 
It is thought that forty or fifty million dol- 
lars would be required for manufacturing 
plants sufficient to make this quantity of 
dyestuff. e 

So it is a little like the recipe for mak- 
ing rabbit hash, the first item of the recipe 
being, first catch the rabbit. 

The first item in the recipe for making 
our requirements of dyestuffs would be first 
to catch the millions of dollars and then 
devote unceasingly to the subject, all the 
science and intelligence at the command of 
America, both native and imported. 

The foregoing outlines the general 
ditions and obstaeles now prevailing. 

It is unthinkable, of course, that 
war continues long the Americans 
idly by and do without dyestuffs. 

The prices are now exorbitantly high for 
what little stock is yet in America, ranging 
from, say 500 to 1,000 per cent increase over 
normal. <And, furthermore, even those ex- 
orbitant prices will not prevail much longer, 
because the existing dvyestuff supply in 
America is being swiftly exhausted. 

Of course, with anything like these prices 
prevailing steadily, capital would be eager 
for investment in dyestuff factories. 

But those prices are too high, because the 
cotton manufacturing industry, as well as 
the silk, linen, leather, straw, paper and 
other industries depending on dyestuffs, 
would be killed out by permanent prices of 
that sort. 

But unquestionably, relatively high prices 
will prevail as long as the war continues, 
even for such goods as m=z=y be made in 
America. 

The publicity that has been given to the 
subject has attracted the attention 
country to this problem, 
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done overnight, like 
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The country is becoming weighted down, 
so to speak, with gold and other forms of 
wealth flowing into this country from the 
warring nations for supplies. That capital 
must seek investment, and this publicity will 
be a potent factor in attracting sufficient 
capital to dyestuff making, if only the own- 
ers of the capital can be assured that they 
will not be wrecked and extinguished by 
hungry German competition the moment that 
the war might end. 

There diversity of opinion to how 
best to reassure on this point such persons 
as may have forty million dollars handy for 
dyestuff factory investment. 

Some favor high tariff. In fact, the Asso- 
ciation of Hosiery Manufacturers openly ad- 
vocates this plan by resolution, and many 
manufacturers in private express willing- 
ness to such a protective tariff will in- 
duce the establishment of an American dye- 
stuff industry, by insuring them against un- 
due pressure from this source after the war 
ends.

And here I should 
of caution That is, that every crank in 
the country is getting into the papers on 
wonderful new discoveries of dyestuff mak- 
ing. However, so far as pracfical matters 
are concerned, it is all as yet mere words. 

This sort of talk, with the fond credulity 
of the people before mentioned, has caused 
a great many people to sleep over their 
rights and let the dry goods market get 
clear away from them, so that now manvy 
colorings of dry goods’ are extremely scarce 
and hard to obtain. 

Many people took at face value all these 
Gulliver stories about wonderful dyestuff in- 
ventions, while as a matter of fact it takes 
time, millions of money, and a thorough 
scientific working organization to turn wut 
real colors. . 

And a further caution may be added in 
saying that even with the hearty co-opera-

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South American Possibilities. 


Mr. R. R. Govin, of New York and Ha- 
vana, proprietor of El Mundo, the important 
Havana daily paper, has made a confidéntial 
report to the government of one of the large 
South American republics on the possibility 
of establishing permanent trade relations 
with the United States. Mr. Govin summa- 
rizes the situation in the following words: 

“Unless the American business man can 
arrange, for all time to come, to discount 
his Latin-American credits, for periods nec- 
essary to meet the varying conditions of 
South American trade, it will be hopeless for 
the South American merchant to expect to 
create a large business, based on the mar- 
kets of the United States, except on such ar- 
ticies as are protected by patent or trade- 
marks or are of such a nature as to be pre- 
eminently superior or markedly cheaper than 
similar European products. Under present 
conditions you cannot depend upon North 
America for the assured credits essential 
to the proper extension. of business. The 
policy of wisdom is to advise your people to 
temporarily curtail their activities so ag to 
be well within the amount of their cash cap- 
ital. 

“However, should the pressure of public 
opinion in the United States, aided by the 
desire of our bankers and merchants, create 
a situation whereby credit relations can be 
properly and beneficially established in the 
interest of South American commerce, then 
there need be no hesitation in stimulating 
an extension of business. In that case you 
must be assured that the arrangements made 
in the United States are of the character 
and permanency required to meet what would 
then be a tremendously expanding trade: 
otherwise your commerce will be in constant 
peril and perhaps be forced to turn again 
to Europe at some later date, pnder condi- 
tions of great disadvantage.”

Mr. Tripp asks of Mr. Marquardt “if 
the state federation is going to aid the 
local body in a vigorous prosecution of 
the charges against Captain Westcott.” 

Mr. Marquardt said: 

“The state federation will do every- 
thing in its power to prosecute the 
charges against Captain Westcott. This 
is the first case of its kind in the south, 
and we are going to make an example 
of it. A representative of the state 
Federation of Labor will go to Savan- 
nah and be on hand Monday morning 
when, I am informed, the trial of Cap- 
tain Westcott will be called. The serv- 
ices of John Y. Smith, attorney for the 
state labor bpdy, will be offered the 
Savannah labor men for use in the 
case, if they need him.” 

Assistant Federal Attorney Miller, of 
Macon, is actively prosecuting the case 
against Captain Westcott. fe is as- 
sisted by ex-Congressman Charles E. 
Edwards, attorney for the Savannah 
Trades Assembly. 

Labor men throughout the south will 
watch with keen interest the outcome 
of this test case. 


Colored Night School 
To Be Great Blessing, 
Says Professor Holmes 


“One of the greatest blessings to the 
colored people of the city is the estab- 
lishment of a colored ‘night school by 
the board of education, which will open 
in October,” was the declaration of 
Professor B. R. Holmes, president of 
the Holmes institute, in addressing a 
large audience of colored citizens in 
Beulah Baptist church Sunday morn- 
ing in the interest of the colored night 
school. : 

Prefessor Holmes further said there 
are more than 3,000 colored people in 
Atlanta who ought to attend the night 
school. ‘Many of them are employed 
by white people as cooks, chamber- 
maids, nurses, butlers and coachmen, 
and should become more efficient in 
their work. There are several hun- 
dred colored boys and girls who are 
out of the public schools, because they 
have to work to help support their 
parents, and are unable to buy books. 
More than fifty colored people have 
applied to the Holmes institute for ad- 
mission in the night school.” 

The colored people are awaiting with 
keen interest the opening of the col- 
ored night school.
